At Least the Foreign Kelations Committee 
lhink So-The Amendment to the 
Consular Bill—German Position. 


WASHINGTON, January 23.—Senator Sher- 
man this morning from the committee on for- 
cign relations, reported the following amend- 
ments to the diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriations bill, designed to protect the inter- 
ests of the United States in Samoa. For the 
execution of obligations and protection of the 
interests ot the United States existing under 
the treaty between the United States and the 
government of the Samoan islands $500,000, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary.to be 
expended under direction of the president, 
this appropriation to be iminediately availa- 
ble. For the survey, improvement and occu- 
pation of the bay and harbor of Pagopago, in 
the island of Tutuila, Samoa, and for the 
construction of necessary wharves and build- 
ings for such occupation and for a coaling 
station therein, under direction of the presi 
dent, £100,000, of this appropriation to be im- 
mediately available. 

Senator Sherman made a statement of the 
views of the committee upon the proposed 
amendments that they were offered, but it is 
learned that the committee were of oP inion 
that under the terms of the treaty with Samoa, 
it is the duty of the United States to intervene, 
by force, if necessary, to protect the autonomy 
of the island against aggressionsof any power. 
The treaty was made by Secretary of State 
Evarts and Mklemama, and declared in force 
February 12th, 1878. Article fifth reads: 

“Tf, unhappily, any differences should have 
arisen, or shall hereafter ari-ec, between the -amoan 
government and any other government in amity 
with the United States, the covernment of the latter 
W ville mploy its good offices for the purpose of adjust-

Killing a College. 

The College of Journalism at Cornell 
university was smashed recently by a dis- 
patch received from the office of the New 
York World requesting its dean, boss or 
foreman, to send a full report of the vacci- 
nation of Cornell's thousand students. The 
World asked for scenes, incidents, etc., and 
requested that the report be filed by 7 o’clock 
p. m., as a test of the efliciency of the 
school, 

The consternation produced by this dis- 
patch will probably never be known. It 
was closely followed by another to the 
president of the university annonncing that 
the World was anxious to employ the ser- 
vices of the entire school of journalism at 
space rates to make a report of the vaccina- 
tion of Cornell’s students. 

As soon as these dispatches were received 
Cornell’s college of journalism made a 
prompt disappearance. The president cf 
the university, aided by a one-legged janitor, 
made an unsuccessful hunt for it and then 
telegraphed: ‘“‘Perhaps Smith can manage 
it.’ But Smith couldn’t manage it at all. 
Smith, the dean, had disappeared with his 
college and all the students thereof, and the 
result was that the World got no report of 
a matter that was supposed to be going on 
right in the college of journalism. 

The truth of the matter is that journal- 
ismcan be easily taught in the colleges, 
Your true journalist writes for the syndi- 
cates, the reviews and the patent medicine 
alinanacs, but he is not equal to the task of 
reporting events on a few hours’ notice. 
This falls within the province of the ordi- 
nary newspaper man, and there is but one 
school where he can learn anything, name- 
ly, the newspaper office 

We have no doubt that the World meant 
well by the Cornell college of journalism, 
but the colleve has been as effectually killed 
by the demands made on it as if it had 
mever existed.

HE SUICIDES YESTEEDPAY FORE- 
wo AT HIS HOME. 


TRAGIC ENDI ING OF A ‘USEFUL ul FE, 
J. A. MeCool mae Himself toa Rafterin His 
Barn. Mental Derangement and Financial 
Trouble Are Assigned as Causes For the Deed.— 

The Funeral Will Take Place at His Home and 

the Burial at Oakland This Afternoon.—Le Was 

Well Krown Through the South, 

Jim McCool is dead. 

The news will carry sorrow to many a heart 
in this and other states. The additional fact 
that he died by his own hand, and at bis own 
Rome, make his death a peculiarly sad one. 

His body was found yesterday forenoon, be- 
tween ten and eleven o’clock. He had hung 
himself to a rafter in his barn. 

Before noon the news was known all over 
the city. 

The funeral will take 
four miles out on the 
afternoon at two o’clock, aud then the

THE CAUSE 
of the suicide was financia]) embarrassment. 
With this should go the statement that his 
mind has been unbalanced for some weeks and 
his embarrassment, slight in itself, was magni- 
fied into a serious and threatening one. 

Mr. McCool wasone of the bondsmen of Tax 
Collector Jim Wilson. The shortage that re- 
sulted in the removal of Mr. Wilson from 
office entailed upon Mr. McCool, as his quota 
of the forfeited bond money. a loss of $2,000. 

This preyed upon McCool’s mind constantly. 
His health was already feeble and his mind 
began wavering under the pressure. Some of 
the property that was bound by him as securi- 
ty to the bond was left by his father to his 
mother, to become Jim McCool’s after her 
death. He has ‘managed this property as 
though it was his own, and has property out- 
side of this more than sufficient to meet the 
obligation, but he seemed to regret having 
made that particular property liable. He 
seemed to think of nothing else and talked of 
it constantly. 

For sometime past he has talked “of svicide 
and his family rhey have 
watched him closely. 

Tuesday he started to Atlanta three 
but went back each time without reaching the 
city. One time he came as far as Kast Point. 
Hie staid there awhile and then went back 
home. 

Tuesday night he slept, as he had been doing 
for some time past, — his little grandson, 
the eleyen or twelve-year-old son of Dr. J. Jd. 
Krott, 

Yesterday oe he ate breakfast with his 
wife and dau iwhter and little grandson. He 
said very little and seemed unusually despon- 
dent. After breakfast he sat for half an hour 
or more in his wife’s room. From here he 
went back to his own room, and from there 
he went downtothe barn about a hundred 
yards from the house. 

He is in the habit of feeding his cattle every 
morning and takes a special pride in doing 
this work with hisown hands. He was seen 
eoing toward the barn, but no uneasiness was 
teit for some time, 

After about an hour and a half had passed, 
his wife and his daughter,|Miss,Mittie, becan e 
uneasy about him and went together to the 
barn to look forhim. From the lower foor 
they started up the steps tothe loft. At the 
head of the steps they saw his coat, and as 
they reached the landing they saw the lifeless 
form of Jim McCool. 

HE WAS HANGING 

to a rafter by asmail cotton rope. His head 
was thrown back, his lips mawhae slightly, his 
shoulders thrown back and arms bent at the 
elbow.

Mr. McCool leaves a wife and four children. 
Two of the three daughters are married. One 
of them, Mrs. Dr. ixnott, lives near her father, 
and another, Mrs. Henry Harralson, lives in 
Birmingham.

THE ATLANTA LADIES INTERESTED 

ne fenevolent Association Wants to Recover 
Possession of the Proverty.—How It Went Ont 
of the Hands ot the Ladies.—Some of the Mem- 
bers Willing to Give Itto the Hospital; Others 


Are Not 


Atlanta will have a city hospital—one eqnal 
to the demands and character of the gate city 
of the south. 

That is now an assured fact. 

But will the hospital be built upon the 
ground now used by the benevolent home? 

Time only will tell. 

‘The benevolent home, as is well known, is 
in the hands of a receiver, and just at present 
no Clear title to it can be acquired. 

Of course the city will not touch it without 
a clear title. 

History of the Mome. 

The Benevolent home is one of Atlanta’s 
oldest institutions, and has quite a history. 

Some time in February or Mareb, 1873, a few 
charitable ladies of Atlanta, feeling the neces- 
sity of an organized effort to care for the sick 
and destitute of the city, called upon the 
ministers and a few citizens, asking their co- 
operation in organizing a union benevolent 
work. A meeting was called and held in 
James hall. It was largely attended and re- 
sulted in an organization, with a president, 
vice-president, secretary and treasurer and 
ward committees. The organization was 
christened the Atlanta Benevolent association, 
and did much good work in the various wards 
of the city. In its work it found great neces- 
sity fora home, where the destitute, sick and 
friendless could be judiciously cared for, but 
was too poor to secure one, 

After four or five mouths laborious work in 
the wards, the association decided to establish 
ahome. The officers looked about for a place, 
but could not find one suitable to their purse 
and needs. In their search they found the old 
ficCrosky building, on an alley leading off 
Mitchell street, beside Watson’s store. The 
building was in the hands of. Major Campbell 
Wallace’s son, who gave the ladies the first 

eimouth’s rent and agreed to wait. upon them 
for the second month. 

‘There they began work. 

sefore securing the houso the association 
had found aiman who was completely para- 
lyzed. tie wasthe father of two or three 

small children, all of whom had been on the 
hands of the association for some time. 

This family was the first of the many people 
the home has entertained. 

The old man had afew pieces of furniture 
which were moved into the house with him, 
and thay was the first furniture. Then the 
ladies s€cured a bedstead here, and another 
there, until they had enough to accommodate 
their patients. In the MecCrosky house they 
received many a poor unfortunate, caring for 
them, if sick, until restored to health or called 
from earth, giving temporary shelter to many 
friendless women and children, furnishing 
meals to the hungry, and doing a large amount 
of charity work. 

After afew months this building was found 
to be inaccessible and too smal) for the contem- 

lated work, and the old Tremont house, on 
larietta street, was rented. Work was car- 
ried on there with better results, For the Tre- 
mont house the ladies paid $75 a month. 

T'wo years later the association again changed 
its location. This time it moved tothe build 
ing on Waverly Place, where again good was 
done in providing homes for the destitute and 
friendless and the association, assured that 
the work should be a permanent one for At- 
lan‘ta, decided to purchase the property they 
were renting. Thisthey did. The building 
belonged to Judge W. L. Calhoun and to him 
the ladies paid $4,500 for it. The money they 
raised in many ways. 

Some time in 1879 there seemed to be a lack 
ofinterest in the work. Some who had been 
active and untiring in their deyotion to the 
work, were compelled by unavoidable circum- 
stances, to retire from it, others moved from 
the city, anda lack of workers staring the 
management in the face—caused them to de- 
cide that it would be advisable to turn the 
Management over to the board of trustees. 

The house was a non-sectarian one and the 
board of trustees was composed of gentlemen 
representing every religious faith. Dr. H. H 
Tucker was made president of the board, and 
under his direct supervision the work was car- 
ried on. The board of trustees had regular 
mectings, at which the president submitted 
reports. A few years ago the general council 
made monthly appropriations to the home, 
and for it the city used the home as a hospital. 
Dr. Tucker then made monthly and annual 
reports to the council. 

Something over a year ago the cily withdrew 
its aid and then Dr. ‘Tucker and the board of 
trustees closed the home. 

About this time some of the Jadies of the 
association made an attempt to secure the 
building again, but were refused. 

Jn this way the property got into court. 

Colonel! Abott Talks. 

Messrs. Abbott and Smith were employed 
by the ladies, and the legal fight which will 
take place in March promises to be an _ inter- 
esting one. Colonel Abbott, in speaking of 
the affair, said yesterday: 

“All the suggestions looking to the estab- 
lishment of a city hospital are bottomed on the 
condition that the Ladies’ Benevolent Hom 
association shali make the first contribution, 
and then the rai/road companies and others 
will do their part.”’ 

“Shouldn't the city have a hospital! ?’’ he 
was asked. 

“The city of Atlanta, with its 75,000 souls, 
its great and ever increasing resources, can and 
should have a hospital, and it can and should 
pay forit. The allusion in your paper to the 
status of the property on Waverly place does 
injustice to the attitude of the ladies, who are 
parties to the cause now pending in the supe- 
rior court involving that property. If the 
cause is to be tried at the bar of public opin- 
jon, the whole issues ought to be fully and 
fairly stated.”’ 

“What was wrong about the statement?” 

**However averse these ladies are to bring- 
ing into public notice, through the medium of 
the press, the matters involved in the contro- 
versy, they now feel impelled to briefly epi- 
tomize the facts. The association was organ- 
ized in 1874. The objects of the association 
were ‘to provide atemporary home for desti- 
tute and helpless women; to aid women and 
girls out of employment in finding suit- 
able work, and also, as soon as 
practicable, to give free instruction 
in industrial pursuits, thereby enabling such 
persons to become seli-supporting and of use. It 
was incorporated in 1577 by the superior court 
of Fulton county. By individual effort on the 
part of the ladies in the holding of fairs, the 
giving of entertainments, lectures, ete., and by 
the aid of donations from individual and cor- 
porations they were enabled to purchase the 
property on Waverly Place for four thousand 
doilars. The title was made to the cor- 
poration, where it still abides.
